Into Customs 
Office Here 


That sweeping investigation of the 
Chicago customs office is under way 
was admitted last night by officials of 
the treasury department at Washing- 
ton. Dispatches from that city stated 
that the inquiry, which is said to deal 
with the alleged misuse of certain 
funds is under the direction of Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury McLean, 
in charge of customs. ;

MARRIED THREE TIMES. 


Lady Randolph Churchill was the 
daughter of the late Leonard Jerome 
of New York and, like her sister, 
Mlare, who also married in England, 
was noted as a beauty. She was 
married three times. Her first hus- 
band, Lord Randolph Henry Spen- 
cer Churchill, whose bride she became 
1874, was a leader in British politics 
and she took an active part in his ca- 
ceer. He died in 1895, leaving her two 
sons, Winston Spencer Churchill, for- 
mer first lord of the admiralty and for- 
mer secretary of state for war, and 
John Strange Winston Churchill.

SENATE TO PASS: 
REFUNDING BILL 


ceptance of German bonds as substi- 
tutes for the obligations of European 
nations debtor to the United States 
is not at present contemplated by the 
treasury, Secretary Mellon told the sen- 
ate finance. committee today, urging 
favorable action on the administration 
bill to enable refunding of the $11,000,- 
000,000 Europe owes the United States. 

Mr. Mellon added business judg- 
ment might make advisable the use 
of German bonds if offered by some 
of the weaker debtor nations. 


Wants Broad Powers. 


Mr. Mellon said broad powers were 
necessary, for, he said, “it is essential 
to have the new securities in the 
most substantial form so that they 
may be made available to this gov- 
ernment. for future use.” 

Secretary Mellon later, aftér con- 
ferring with Chairman Penrose, was 
understood to have told Senator Pen- 
rose the administration was convinced 
it would be “ financially and economi- 
cally disastrous” both to the United 
States and the debtor nations to in- 
sist on any immediate payment of the 
loans, because of the effect on trade 
and foreign exchange. 


Large Payments Made. 

Mr. Mellon said to the committee 
that a total of more than $451,736,000 
interest had heen paid on the loans 
and repayment on principal to June 
27 was $162,293,000. Assis Sec-

TRICKS FOR KEEPING CUT 
FLOWERS FRESH. 

If a few simple rules are followed 
in cutting and caring for cut flowers, 
the petals will remain intact and the 
blossoms fresh for several days. 

The Shirley poppies are among the 
most difficult cut flowers to handle. 
The petals fall soon after, the flowers 
are cut and it is almost impossible to 
use the poppy in bouquets if the cut- 
ting is delayed until the blossoms'open. 

The petals will stick if the cutting is 
done at the right time. Buds of 
poppies droop until .the petals begin 
to open. When the bud bursts its 
green calyx or covering it becomes 
erect and the best time to cut the 
poppy is just before the green calyx 
falls, which splits in two parts at the 
bottom. Cut the*buds when the green 
covering splits at the bottom, and the 
d-‘leate, .crumpled petals inside peep 
thre ugh. Then pick off the covering. 
If this is carefully done the petals will 
not fall. 


In handling ues cut flower it is a 
good plan to keep it out of the direct 
rays of the sun, or where@!t is hot and 
drafty. Flowers “drink” an abund-

ance of water even after they are cut, 
and it is necessary for water to pass 
up the stem freely to keep the petals 
plump and fresh. The cut end of the 
stem becames sealed—it closes up, pre- 
venting the water from being taken 
into the stem and the petals soon wilt. 
This may be avoided by cutting off half 
an inch or more of the end of the stem 
before it is placed in the water. - To 
keep the flowers fresh a small portion 
of the stem must be cut off each day.
